Massacre at St. Domingo.
CHAPTER 17.

I saw that the merchants were still in the
same place and order as when I quitted them.
Dessaline was then engaged with the doc-
tors. There grere among them two young
and good lno doctors, who had been left
behind by lhe%mjp army. He appeared
to give them a préference, on account of
their never having owned any slives, and
also beeause of their bring, Dandere, which
meins; rporant of every thing“gRrertaining
to the coutay. Besides these two, another
excellent man whose name was Sauve, ib.
the saved, wliom, he said, on account of his
name, must he saved.

Alter this, a lang consultation took place
among ihe superior officers; when Dessaline
advanced towards the marchands, and said,
with a lond voice, I am willing to remit and
forgive all your old sins against me, provided
you all get yourselves naturalized citizens of
Haiti, and pay each twelve hundred dollars
for the privilege of being acknowledeoed and
protected as merchants. * 1 allow you four
days to procure the money, and when paid
into the hands ol Jean Jaques, the treasurer,
you will all appear on the fourih day, in the
afternoon, with the receipt in your hands,
and I shall deliver to you your certificates of
naturalization.” 'The doctors were dealt
with in the same flanner, except the two
Young French doctors already spoken of;
amd Doctor Sauve, who were let off from
taxation. Besides this, Dessaline gave a
anard of five men to cich of them. ‘These
soldiers were to be Lilletted in their houses
until the money was paid.

As these filiy-nine white men were marel;-
ing with their respective guards towards
their home, there was brought belore Dessa-
line a holy character, whom I had not seen
at the review. It was the Reverend ather
Barbicr, a monk (I do not at this moment
recolicet the onder.) Tle was habited in the
dress of lis order; he had officiated as cu-
riate for the parishes ol Jeremie snd Donna
Maria. His long and folding white serce
robe, and his hood, over which hung fong
silver locks; tozether with his high statue,

auence of which he was led on by a superior
officer. Wre it was dark, I saw the same
officers and white men returning towards the
prisons. T learned shortly after this, that
these unfortunate white men, havingr given to
their conductors all ‘the money and jewels
they had, were told they could not be leftat
home beeause of the 5:11:“{:1‘_0', but must, for
their safety return to their prisons.

Nizht came: it covered with its black
mantle such homicides and diabolical crimes,
as lizht refuses 1o witness, and nature abhors.
And, indeed, so heinous and fiend-like werve
tiey thoucht by the perpetrators themselves,
that they dreaded 1o be seen, and were
ashamed to commit them in the fice of day.

the night, when four hundred wretched inno-
cent white men, who, on this alternoon, had
given up all they possessed to save their lives,
now stripped of all their clothes, their arms
fastened behind their backs, and tied two by
two with cords, hcaded by black Sapeurs,
with large axes upon their shoulders, and ac-
companied by a black regiment with bayonets
and swords in their hauds, were seen march-
ing, or to speak more properly, were seen
dragzed zlong, through the place, lighted by
nuiserous torches. They made a halt in
front of Dessaline’s head guarters for him to
behold the victims, offered asa saerifice to
propitiate the promised favers ofhis sangniza-
ry zod Wilbeiforce.  So near to my plice of
refuge was this appalling and heart-rending
scene occuring, that I heard (he piercing cries
of despair, the lamentations, the agouies of
death, and the harsh rebukes and vociferations
of the soldiery. ‘Then I heard a voice order-
ing them off.  They took the street leading
into the great road along the western coast. |
Thus closed the ever memorable 9th of
March, 1814,

The sun rese on the 10th of March, but
not brighter than it had done for several days.
It seemed that this great luminary of the world,
that beneficeutand visible eye of the Supreme
Being, refused, as an unerring warning ol
his wrath and displeasure, to lend his light, or
view those horrible scenes of human butche-
ries. 1 shall offer here no reflection, not even
to portray my feclings. The reader is now

and seventy winters anarked on his head,
made his appearance hichly venerable. 1
was surprised when I heard Dessaline burst
into a savace livohter at the old man’s lace,
but I could not hear what he told him. as at
this moment they were moving ofl’ from the
place they had occupicd in Tront of me.—
This father Barbier had, by economy, accu-
mulated a large Tortune in ready money.—
Dessalineaccompanied him to the preshytary -
house and cot Lis mosey from him., The
Mook made his escape, and took refuce un-
der the aliar in the church.  'They placed a
auard around 10 preveat his escape. lmme-
diatcly after dusk, 1 heard the report of three
cuns fired at the same time, and was  told
that the soldiers had, by order, draceed him
out from under the altar and shot bim dead
in the cemetry, in the middle of which the
charch stood.

It was about one P. M. when the
were dismissed and sent to their respective
quutters. It appeared from all that I had
heard, till now, that money or death was the
ultimatum. I was mistiken; money could
not saves death was inevitable.

While I stood in the latticed piazza hav-
ine a commanding view of the whole place,
I did not abserve above twenty men, colored
and black, brought there throneh mere curi-
osity.  All the country necroes had disap-
peared as soon as they dilivered their Joads
of provisions; they would not witness the
destruction of” their former masters whom
they still cherished, notwilhstanding the se-
vere trial I had Just passed through, T felt
the want of some nourishiment; I was makine
my way down stairs when I overheard sev-
eral voices in the apartments below, speak-
ing about what was then occurrine at the
prisons. I retreated to my place of conceal-
ment; half an hou®aflerwardsadjutant Ray-
nal came up with a servant bringing tood lor
me; he desired me to remain quiet in the
place where I was, as it woull be dangerous
at this moment to be seen by the soldiery;
he then told e that upwards of two hun-
dred white men having no money fo give,
had already been massaereed in front of the
prisons, and their naked bodies thrown in
the Dock at the City Wharf. That the pri-
sons were not larce enouzh, and that some
of the prisoners who still retained both vigor
of body and mind, were struguline against
the assassins; but being nnarmed, they were
immediately destroyed with the bayonets and
swords of the soldiers. Raynal staid with
me but a few minutes, entreating me again
not to guit my place, that no ene would have
access 1o it but himselfl

It was about half past three o’clock when
I observed a large number of officers
making their way towards the prisons; I
thought they were going to rescue some of
the miserable vietims; in less than twenty
minutes | saw muny of them returning witn
white men alongz with them; my heart leaped
for joy at this sight, the number increased;
they all took the way leading to the dwel-
lines of their respective prisouners, and one
whom I particularly remarked was the head
commercial man, named Sigrling_v, a French-
man, although his name proved his English
origin,* he was known to be rich, in conse-

*This Mr. Sterling, as 1 learned from him after-
wards, was led to his honse. He enburied his mo-
ney, and gave five hundred doubloons. The officer
having received this, was trying te force him back
to prison. when the colored woman who lived with
him took his part; they wrestled, and he made hi=
escape. He remained concealed about sixty five

present with me; he has already seen some of
the horrible and inhuman bloodly eficets of
Wilberforee™s regenerating  principles; but
even these are nothing in comparison with what
remains for him to wituess; and ifhe be an
honest and sensible man; or if his bands have
not as yet been imbrued in the crimsoned
blood of a father; a mother, sisters, brothers,
friends and neighbors, I leave him to make
his own thoughts aud reflections;—but, it he
is @ wonster, now guilty of howicide, or
thirsting, as the abolitionists do, for the com-
mission ofall those heinous erimes, let’ him
enjoy his bloody trinmph, aud revel for joy
over the bodies of so many human victims!

Linmediately atter breakfast, T resumed my
seat in the lutticed piazza. 1 observed a
great many white men moving from the pris-
ous, accompanied by black and colored ofii-
cers, or returning there, as on the preceeding
alternoon. This continued until abeut four
o’clock, when my aitention was diverted by
a new scene. I saw passing, close in front
of my retreat, a mulatto, leading a white man,
and a young and delicate white female bang-
ing atthe mulatto’s left arm—she was  beg-
ging. erying, entreating him to spare her hus-
band's life. 1 recognised her; it was Mrs.
D—,7 a young and rich heiress, and her hus-
band. 'T'hey had been but eighteen months
united in wedlock. 1 followed themn with my
eyes, and saw them stop under a tree, in front
of the commaudant of the place’s quarters.—
Mr. D — was left under the tree, surrounded
by soldiers, and I saw her led into the house
by the mulatto. I was intent in observing
the dennzement of this painful ocecurrence,
when after about filteen minutes, T perceived
a man rising up in the air under the tree. It
was poor Mr. D.—, whom they had hung to
a limb, and who appeared struggling with
death.  Atthis moment, the soldiers drew
back, as il to make room for some person ap-
proaching. It was Mrs. D—,held by the
arm by the same fiendish mulatlo, who was
pointing to her husband, hanging dead from
the tree. Piercing shrieks were heard re-
sounding through the whole square place. She
fell to the ground: they carried her away. 1
heard, afierwards, that this mulatto monster
had promised to resque her husband, i{'.she
would listen to his proposals. She submitted
—and then the signal was given to run up her
husband. Horrible! horrible!!

I was in a great agitation of mind, and my

“heart struck with horror at the odious scene |

had beheld, when my attention was allrac-!ed
to another place, by a rush of people hurrying
toward a buillding constructed in the form of
a block- house, with circular galleries, and
which I knew to be the residence of Colonel
Gaston. The number of colored people pres-
sing forwaird was very great, and coutinually
increasing and there appeared to be great de-

f They were drageed halfa mile beyond Lanoux’s
fountain and country seat. They stopped on the
north side of the road, oppo-ite the bjock hause un
the sonthern hill. They began by placing their
heads upon blocks of wood and decapitated them
with the sapeurs’ axes; but thiz requiring too much
time, the regiment £:11 upon them with their bayo-
nets and swords: none escaped. After which their
boidies were thrown the one above the other, 5o ns
to forin a mound of dead bodies, for the ceurtry ne-
groes, as Dessaline eaid, to look at their masters,
and no longer depend upon them. T hasl these de-
tails from three colored officers, who followed in
the hope of reaching their fathers, bat could not
suceeed. :

It was half past nine, and in the silence of

monstrations of passions, angzer, gesticulations
andthreats.  The drums a1 Dessaline’s quar-
ter beat to arms; patrols were instantly started
toward difierent points; they all marched in
great haste, and were entircly composed cf
blacks, with black officers. T could not di-
vine the cause of this uaexpected commation,
nor what ceuld have givea oceasion for the
threats appearantly passing between the mul-
lattos aud the blacks. T remained perplexed
with my own conjectures for more than two
hours.  Atlast, an aid de enmp from General
Jeffrard was introduced into my retreat, by
Adjutant Raynal. L he Genernl was seudils-g
me word that he had iutended to Fay me =a
visit on that afternoon, but owing to the sad
event that had just tuken place, e would de-
kay his visit for two or three days. 1 shall
here reconnt what I was told by the above
named officers concerning the cause of the
moveincuts 1 Lud observed.
